The Bill was 
introduced threa months ago, and it was 
allowed to stand over to give the Chamber 
of Coinmerce sud the unofficials an’ oppor- 
tunity of studying it, The Committeo of 
the Chamber at tho last moment con- 
trived to devote two hours to the long 
bill, and then sont o deputation to His Ex- 
cellency to beg for postponement. Now, 
there is no doubt Hongkong marchanta are 
busy mea, but they find time to do a good 
many things outside their office work ; and 
they might easily, in the course of three 


months, have devoted half a dozen or a 


dozon houre to the study of o dill which 
they say is of vital importance to thom, 
There is really no reason for hurrying 
through thé bill other than the fact, that 
some progress must be mado with legisla- 
tive work. It might without harm be 
postponed for five or six weeks, but at the 
sanie time we can aympathias with the Act- 
ing Governor's protest ngainst the careloss- 
ness diaplayod by the unofliciala aud tho 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr Whitehead 
orippled if not ontirdly destroyed tha of- 
feativeness of his opposition to Sir Willism 
Dea Voux's policy by constantly asking 
for adjournments in ordor to study subjects 
which he rarely did study, or to draw up 
slatements about tho position of the colony 
which ware never drawn up.
